Civilizations grow like grains 
of wood; they no more rise in a day than 
a great oak. 
They Gome up through su f­ 
fering. toil, strife and struggle; they ure 
enticed up the steep! of glory by courage, 
intelligence and vlhue. 
Some seek in 
history for the sourt&a o f these free in­ 
stitutions. 
T he history of this country 
may be divided into J8ve great periods. 
1st. 
The discovery. !2d. The settlement 
and colonial. 
3d. 
t h e revolution and 
confederate. 
4th. T b e constitution. 5th. 
T he amended constitution without slav­ 
ery. 
We can only 
consider the first 
three. 
The discovefy period began in 
149 2 with Columbus’ discovery, and con­ 
tinued 
over one 
Hundred years, 
be­ 
fore Great Britain mside any settlements. 
T o migrate to a distaht land in sail boats 
and carry along provisions, etc. was too 
much of an undertaking for that century. 
Besides Great Britain under Henry VIII 
and Mary were engaged in a great relig­ 
ious revolution lasting until 1558, during 
which ull sorts of religious persecutions 
were carried on. 
This killed all enter­ 
prise, and rendered England poor. 
The 
speaker spoke of the corruption of the 
age; the five wives of Henry VIII; two 
murdered and two divorced us a con von 
ient mudu of disposition 
of domestic 
troubles. 
Elizabeth, becoming Queen, 
she gave to all liberty of conscience, en­ 
couraged enterprise of all kinds, und 
commerce sprung up, prosperity smiled, 
and tnen just as she was dying colonies 
began to fit out. 
This brings to the 
second period, near the seventeenth cen­ 
tury, when Ja m e s the First began to 
reign; people feared persecutions; and 
hurried to migrate. 
The king was an x­ 
ious for men of enterprise to get out of 
the way. so he gave to them liberal ch ar­ 
ters, guaranteeing thom tbeir own form 
of government, to be free from taxes and 
to full rights of commerce and religion. 
Virginia and Plymouth colonies were 
fitted out, and after Charles I. began to 
reign the colonies of JS'cw Jersey, P en n ­ 
sylvania anil the Massachusetts Boy Col­ 
ony hurried one after another to Ameri­ 
ca 
Meanwhile Charles attempted 
to 
grasp absolute power in England, 
for 
which in 1049 lie was brought to the 
scaffold, 
and Oliver Cromwell became 
protector und made all these charters 
even more complete. 
Rhode Island, Con­ 
necticut, New York. Deleware and other 
colonies had similar charters. 
And these 
events hail a similar relation to the revo­ 
lution that the Declaration of Indepen 
deuce bus to our government now. 


These stormy days of Britain gave our 
Fathers their colonial clia rters, us con­ 
stitutions; and under these the people 
were given self government; 
und they 
built up free institutions here for a cen­ 
tury under royal grants. 
T h e British 
Crowe had to compete with France, with 
colonies on the north and strove for the 
mastery of America. 
So free institutions 
erew up until after the old French war, 
when Britain became master of the new 
world. 
Then George the Third began to 
extend his usurpations to America; to ig­ 
nore colonial charters, doing and cuus 
ing many acts contrary to the charter. 
The colonists were alarmed. 
Fifteen 
years they sought redress in vain. 
Then 
they took up arms to defend their rights 
under these charters as set forth in the 
declaration of independence. 
The king 
had violated his word in all the respects 
complained of by our fathers; they asked 
not for any new privileges, hut only for 
rights they had by law. 
as grants of 
crown. 
T hey fought many battles for 
these rights, and the war had been urged 
for over a year before our fathers at­ 
tempted separation. 
But K in g George’s 
aim was fully shown twenty-five years 
later in his treatment of Ireland, and our 
fathers say he intended entire su bjug a­ 
tion—to make here a gret continental j 
Ireland with landlords, etc- 
J u l y 2,17 7 9 , | 
they concluded to declare the colonies j 
free; but left the final action uutil Ju ly 1 
4th, when the declaration was adopted; 
and then it was that the famous mes 
senger boy was sent to tell the old bell 
mau in the tower to proclaim the fact; 
and the boy wild with joy 
ran call­ 
ing out ’ Ring, Grand 
Father; 
Ring, 
R in g 1” and the old bell sw ung back and 
forth proclaiming liberty, and the sever­ 
ing forever all ties with the British 
Crown! 
At the head of our armies was 
a nobler than Cromwell—a man without a 
peer—our own W ashington! 
T he tragic 
panorama of Valley Forge, Trenton, Sara- 
togo, the Cowpens and and Yoratown pass 


rapidly 
before us; we see 
our armies 
crossing the D elew are—the barefooted 
volunteers leaving bloody foot prints in 
the snow—and in 
the mean time the 
articles of confederation are »»greed upon; 
and when the British armies surrendered 
and g«ve us peace, we found a govern­ 
ment, not a vtfry stable one for peace, 
but it answered in war. 
In 17 87 our 
fathers fouud they must have a stronger^ 
one that could stand and still restrain 
human selfishness 
in 
prosperity 
and 
peace; and they gave us the constitution 


S69 P 
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This fairly brings us to the fourth period! 
“ And now, my friemis, I must leave this 
for you to complete. 
I have introduced 
you to tho declaration of independence 
and the couatitution, and I now introduce 
you to this great f n e nation with its 
majestic growth; with its unexampled 
liberty; with its Christian 
institutions; 
with its free schools; its commerce; its 
m any cities and farms, without a slave 
or master; and it shall be your orator.”

N ew Y o r k . J uly 5.—Independence Day 
was o bserv ed in this city cw a ho liday by 
ev eryo ne, business being suspended and pub­ 
lic buildings and priv ate residences flying the 
natio nal co lo n» . 
Thi beat caused an unusual 
number o f the residents to leav e the city 
early fo r Co ney Island and o ther suburban 
reso rts, and ev ery o utgo ing train -and excur­ 
sio n Ik*nt was cro wded. 
A reso lutio n j» asso d 
by tho bo ard o f aldermen n co uple o f weeks 
ago to permit the discharge o f fire crackers, 
firewo rks and fire arms, had l» o en v eto ed by 
tho mayo r. 
When the txKird met Mo nday an 
effo rt was made to pass the reso lutio n o v er 
the mayo r’s v eto , but it failed. 
I» espite this 
there was no dirnunitio n in the no ise usually 
created I»y explo sio ns o f all kinds, and the 
small l*o ys sho wed supremo disregard o f tho 
mayo r’s v eto . 
The United Labo r party held a meeting at 
10 o ’clo ck a. 11». in tho Aeadeiny o f Music to 
celebrate tho day. 
Then* was a lurgo cro wd 
present. 
Pro fewo r William H. Clark, who 
presided, said that the duty o f the I / iiito 1 
Lal» o r party and the A niF Po v erty wxdety 
was to bring alsjut the equality o f all men as 
declared in th« « Declaratio n o f Indejxmdence. 
They were in fo r a fight, he said, but it wo uld 
no t be a blo o dy o ne; it wo uld l» e with the 
ballo t. 
J o hn Me Mac kin declared that the 
principles enunciated in the * Declaratio n o f 
Independen» .’« seemed to bo fo rgo tten. 
Men 
in high places were afraid to v o ice its senti­ 
ments because it was no t po pular to do so .

Archibald also sjio ke, 
aud there was singing by the Anti-Po v erty 
so ciety cho rus. 
Tammany hall, as is its annual custo m, cel­ 
ebrated the » lay in its wigwam. 
It was the 
so ciety's ninety-ninth celebratio n o f the day. 
The large hull was deco rated with bunting 
and an immense audience was assembled 
there. 
Patrio tic airs were rendered by Cap- 
pa’s Sev enth Regiment band. 
The pro cessio n 
o f sachems entered tho lm.ll slio rtly after 10 
o 'clo ck. 
With them marched Go v erno r Fitz 
Hugh I>ee, o f Virginia, and Go v erno r Wilso n, 
o f West Virginia. 
When Go v erno r Lee aro se 
to deliv er the first “ lo ng talk” lie was receiv ed 
with great applause. 
Ho said that to -day Virginia clasped hands 
with New- Yo rk in the hearty celebratio n o f 
the day. 
Their citizens aro smo king the 
pipe o f j» eaco to gether. 
The blo o d o f tho 
so ns o f New Yo rk and Virginia mingled o n 
the battlefields o f the rev o lutio n. 
Virginian 
and New Yo rker fro ze to gether at Valley 
Fo rge. 
The so uth did no t fight fo r Co nfed­ 
erate do llars; they tho ught they were right 
and fo ught fo r a principle. 
The war is o v er; 
the so uth was beaten. 
Tho white-winged 
angel o f peace lias co mo , and if the stars and 
stripes mean any thing they mean that Vir­ 
ginia aud New Yo rk are o n equal terms. 
“ I 
hear tho v o ice o f the great so ldier who sleeps 
at Riv erside saying that he feels a great era 
o f peace appro aching,” said Go v erno r Ixmj.

second time “ Stonew all” Jackson prevented 
this l>y making a feint in northern Virginia. 
M cClellan believed that M cDowell did not 
wish to join him as a subordinate, and was 
irritated thereat. 
He wrote Secretary Stan ­ 
ton: “ It ought to lie distinctly understood 
that M cDowell and his troojis are completely 
under m y control.” 
There never was a good understanding U*- 
tween the commanding general and 1ms su- 
|K>riors at Washington, 
Tame passed on, 
with storm and rain, the commanding gen­ 
eral execrating tlte weather, the authorities 
at W ashington and Gen. M cDowell, the sol­ 
diers in the meantime standing waist deep in 
mud and water building bridges and earth­ 
works. 
Ju n e 13, the famous Confederate cavalry 
commander, J . E. B. Stuart, made a brilliant 
raid, circling quite around the arm y of the 
Po to mac. H e dashed even into their base of 
supplies at W h ite House, on the Pamunkey, 
and carried off a largo number of horses and 
prisoners. 
It gave the Federal authorities an 
uncomfortable shaking up in their minds. 
Ju n e 25, M cClellan made a move forward 
at Seven Pine» 
There was a small fight at 
Oak G rcve, in which the Union forces were 
victorious, and pickets from Heintjtelman’s 
and Sumner's corps were posted within four 
miles of Richmond. 
The generalship o f Gens. Lee and Stoncv 
wall Jackson at this time co mmands adm ira­ 
tio n. A fter finishing his mo v ements in the 
Shenando ah V alley, J ackso n wro te to J o hn­ 
sto n this significant letter, dated J une 0: 
“ Sho uld my co mmand be required 
at Rich­ 
mo nd, I can be at Mechanic’s Run depo t, o n 
the Central railro ad, the seco nd day ’s march.” 
Lee, in o o mmand when the letter was re­ 
ceiv ed, wro te him back that if he co uld leav e 


the v alley , and ‘co uld deceiv e the enemy ,” so 
m to make him l*diev e he was still in the 
Shenando ah regio n, to co me o n. 
The two generals hit o n the plan o f appar* 
entlv sending re-enfo rcements fro m Richmo nd 
to the .Shenando ah, to J ackso n, giv ing the 
impressio n that J ackso n still meditated mis­ 
chief in the v alley . In reality , he was to 
meet the re-enfo rcementa and hurry l>ack with 
them to Richmo nd. 
Lawto n's and Whiting’s 
co mmands were marched o ut o f Richmo nd 
with a flo urish, care being taken that the 
Federal* sho uld bo aware o f it A t Harris­ 
burg J ackso n met them J une 17 , and all 
started back to Richmo nd. 
The plan was a 
co mplete success, and it was this trick which 
fo r the third time prev ented McDo well fro m 
jo ining the array o f tho Po to mac. 
It is to be no ted that Secretary Stanto n 
o nly , o f all the Federal managers, was no t de­ 
ceiv ed by the ruse, but declared that J ack 
so n’s real mo v ement was to ward Richmo nd, 
Ev ery bo dy was undeceiv ed when, J une 28 , 
McClellan hastily telegraphed that his pickets 
were lieing driv en in no rth o f the Chicka 
ho miny . 
Until then, day after day , it hail l*» en tele­ 
graphed to Washingto n, 
“ All quiet 
in 
the army o f the Po to mac.” 
So bent o n 
hav ing udditio ns to 
his array had Me 
Clellan been that J une 10 he 
had tele­ 
graphed 
Secretary 
Stanto n, 
adv ising 
that a co nsiderable fo rce lie detached fro m 
Hal leek's western department and sent to 
him. 
Lo ng liefo re this, early in March, Mc­ 
Clellan hail l>een reliev ed fro m duty as co m 
mander o f all the armies o f the United States, 
and made co mmander o nly o f the army o f 
the Po to mac. This was do ne, it was claimed 
by President Linco ln, in o rder that the 
general might giv e all his time to the war in 
Virginia McClellan regarded it as a humilia­ 
tio n, and say s: “ The o rder pro v ed to be o ne 
o f the stejis taken to tie my hands in o rder to 
secure the failure o f the appro aching cam­ 
paign.” He Ijo llev ed that it emanated fro m 
Secretary Stanto n, and was issued o ut o f 
spite. 
There was at that time uo co mmander in 
chief o f all the armies. There wen* three in- 
dependent departments, with McClellan in 
the east o r Po to mac department, Fremo nt in 
the central o ne, called the mo untain depart­ 
ment, and Halleck o v er tha£ w« *st o f the 
Mississippi, called tho department o f the 
Mississippi. 
From tho time he made the brilliant cav alry 
da>h aro und the army o f the Po to mac till the 
y ear befo re Rich­ 
m o n d 
fell, the 
name of J . E . B. 
Stu art occurs con­ 
stantly in encount­ 
ers w ith the arm y 
o f V i r g i n i a . 
W h e r e v e r there

the ground, bxik off his cap, bowed low 
and humbly, and made the most abject 
apologies. 
“ That is the way to deal with 
Russians,” said Bismarck, in telling the 
story. — Argonaut. 


P re p a rin g O live O il. 
The olives are placed between two 
mill stones and ground into a jiaste, 
stones and all. 
This paste is put into 
jute l»ags. which are piled up in an ordi­ 
nary press and subjected to pressure fur­ 
nished by a screw. The oil oozes through 
the bags, and is caught in puns or ves­ 
sels, and then liottled. 
The most re­ 
markable feature of the process is that 
some four or five different qualities are 
obtained from one lot of olives. 
This is 
explained by the fact that the oil oozing 
out at first is the result only of slight 
pressure, consequently is sweeter and 
lacks the ranker flavor of the second, 
third, and fourth grades, which partake 
more or less of the olive stones. 
The 
last grade is frequently so rank that it 
cannot Ik* used for eating purjfoses. hut 
instead is used as the basic matter in tho 
manufacture of soap, etc. 
The residue 
or paste left after the oil has lx*en ex­ 
tracts! undergoes chemical treatment, 
and flic oil obtained from this 
used as 


i lubricant.
